liding out from our view. ‘The phantom people are receding into the 
opths of time, and in their place we behold the first pick and spade 
and axe of a labourer we know not of. Let us now disinter the trunks

thousand, and three thousand years—Humboldt declares that we are 


| now digging away at tho soil that has accumulated for upwards of five 


thousand seyen hundred years—until we strike at the roots of those 
ancient trees that have been vegetating in the soil, necumulating durin 

this vast period of time, This vegetable soil has been the product o 
the attrition of rocks, There was a time when these trees were young 
saplings, mere germs sprung from ancient progenitors, How were the
